Washington, May 7.—Miss Eleanor 
Randolph Wtlson, youngest daughter 
of the President and Mrs. Wilson, to- 
night became the briie of William 


Gibbs McAdoo, secretary of the treas- 
ury, in the historic blue room of the 


white house. 

Less than 100 persons, and but few 
officials, heard the low-toned voice of 
Rev. Sylvester W. Beach, of the First 
Presbyterian church, of Princeton, 
N. J., where the Wilson family has 
worshiped for years, as he united the 
two in. marriage. 

It was a simple ceremony. For the 
President and Mrs. Wilson it Was a 
touching moment, as they gave away a 
daughter for the second time within a 
year. Around them stood their rela- 
tives and friends, a small group—for 
it was a family affair, much the same 
kind of home wedding one would see 
in any American household, though 
the historic interior of the white house 
with its masses of lilies and ferns, the 
uniformed aids, and the presence of 
members of the cabinet and the vice 
president preserved for the function 
an official aspect. 

No Uniformed Diplomats.

Within all was 
splendor—palms, lilies, ferns, roses, 
the soft light of the Dlue room, the 
red-coated marine band, the historic 
portraits of presidents of the United 
States and the luxurious furnishings of 
the parlors, the state dining room and 
main corridor—this was the setting 
when the wedding hour arrived.

Supper was served at small tables 
in the state dining room, while the 
marine band played. The bride cut 
the wedding cake with Dr. Grayson's 
sword, the young folks had a dance in 
the blue room and in an unsuspecting 
moment Mr. and Mrs. McAdoo slipped 
into waiting automobiles and motored 
rapidly down Executive avenue. They 
will be away on their honeymoon 
about two weeks and will not go 
abroad, as has been reported. The 
secretary expects to keep in close 
touch with the work of his office.

AUGUSTA CASHIER 
OF WRECKED BANK 


GETS EIGHT YEARS 


| Birmingham, 


Augusta, Ga, May 7.—James PP. 
Armstrong entered pleas of guilty in 
the superior court today to five in- 
dictments charging forgery and one in- 
dictment for being cashier of a bank 
which became fraudulently insolvent, 
and was sentenced to serve an aggre- 
gate of eight years in the penitentiary. 
Armstrong was cashier of the Irish- 
American bank, which failed last De- 
ecember. Heis also under indictment 
for embezzlement, but he did not plead 
guilty to that charge. The report of 
the bank examiners showed an alleged 
deficit of about $190,000. Armstrong 
appeared in court today with C. Hen- 
ry Cohen, his counsel, and when the 
cases against him were sounded, he 
wrote out the pleas of guilty himself. 

In passing sentence, Judge Hammond 
said that he was not considering all 
together the specific charges in the in- 
dictments to which the defendant was 
pleading guilty, but “the punishment 
is for Jim Armstrong wrecking 
Irish-American bank.”

Significant evidence of military pre-

To Pacify All Mexico. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Car- 
ranza will not be represented by dele- 
Zates at the mediation conference, it 
Was stated authoritatively that the 
plan proposed by the mediators would 
cover the pacification of all Mexico. 
The mediators consider the elimination 
of Carranza, it was said, has simplified 
measures. 

The peace plan, it 
not be formulated until negotiations 
at Niagara Falls have produced a 
basis of information and an exchange 
of views between the mediators and 
the delegates, and until everything to 
be presented by delegates of both sides 
Shall have been fully considered and 
sifted. 

In this connection it was pointed out 
here today that there seemed to be a 
mistaken idea that the mediation pro- 
ceedings were in the nature of an in- 
ternational conference, to be followed 
by the signing of a protocol, whereas 
the efforts of the mediators will be 
advisory and not arbitratory. The ne- 
gotiations in Niagara Falls, it was ex- 
plained, will be to work out a plan 
acceptable to all parties. 

There is no disposition, it was said, 
to regard the advance of the constitu- 
tionalist forcesas an imminent danger, 
the mediators being inclined. accord- 
ing to information, to believe that they 
have ample time to make definite prog- 
ress with their mediation proceedings 
before any developments could interfere 
with their efforts. 

Administration Keeps Counsel. 

The administration is keeping its 
own counsel as to mediation. This has 
fiven rise to two conflicting views, one 
that President Wilson and his advis- 
ers look forward confidently to the suc- 
cess of mediation, the other that ‘of- 
ficial Washington has lost hope in 
mediation and is viewing the Niagara 
Falls conference largely as academic. 
So far as can be learned, in the ab- 
sence of an authoritative statement, 
neither of these views is quite correct. 

The policy of silence has been due, 
high officials declare, to a desire to 
avoid anything open to possible con- 
struction as being an effort to influence 
the mediators. Those within the ad- 
ministration counsel say most respon- 
sible officials expect the mediators to 
succeed. 

AAthough seeing in mediation a 
chance of relieving the administration 
of one of its heaviest burdens, officials 
do not propose, it .is said, to let give 
and take of mediation to cause the 
waiver of anything considered essen- 
tial to the maintenance of American 
honor and rights. 

Reports during the day showed that 
while American refugees continued 
their exodus from Mexico City and the 
south, conditions in northern Mexico 
had so improved that Americans felt 
justified in venturing back to reopen 
their mines. The American consulate 
at Cananea, Sonora, was reopened by 
Consular Agent Montague. Plans for 
the return to British and American op- 
eratives to the Tampico oil fields were 
interfered with by an unexpected noti- 
fication from the federal commander 
that no foreigners could land so long 
as warships remained at Tampico. Both 
federals and constitutionalists earlier 
had invited the oil men- to™return, 
under promises of protection and Gen- 
eral Huerta. according to information 
reaching the state depattment today, 
had issued an order to federal officers 
in the Tampico district to this effect.

May 7.—The Brazilian 
minister in Mexico City informed the 
state department late today that he 
was continuing his efforts in behalf 
of Consul Silliman and other Ameri- 
cans said to be in prison at Saltillo. 
He adds. however, that the probability 
of attack by the constitutionalists upon 
Saltillo had interrupted communica- 
tion and had so far rendered it impos- 
sible to carry out the orders of the 
government for the relief of these 
Americans.

Education and Evangelism. 

That “the educational program has 
come so prominently to the forefront 
that there is a tendency to neglect if 
not disparage evangelistic methods, 
wes declared by the Epworth league 
board, which reported today. 

“The well-nigh universal admission 
by educators that our whole system 
ot education, lacking, as in the nature 
of the case it must, the religious ele- 
ment, is radically defective, points to 
the Sunday school as the necessary 
complement of the public school sys- 
tem,” said the report. “Unless the 
Sunday school be seriously considered 
in connection with our public school, 
not aS a mere adjunct or elective to 
our public school education, but 
as an essential part of the edu- 
cational program, we are con- 
fronted with the amazing situation of 
a country of a hundred millions of in- 
habitants proceeding upon its cours? 
of self-perpetuation upon the theory 
that man has no soul,” 

Figures submitted by Rev. Edward 
F. Cook, secretary of the foreign de- 
partment board of missions, showed 
that in 1913 contributions to missions 
totalled $1,299,613.59: of this amount

It pre- 
sented the details of the Cape May 
commission, which laid the foundation 
for all subsequent relations between 
the churches and set out the sugges- 
tions prepared by the joint commis- 
sion, representing the Methodist LEpis- 
copal church, south, and Protestant 
Mechodist churches, looking to the re- 
union and unification of American 
Methodism through reorganization. 

In the report the general conference 
is asked for an expression of opinion 
on these suggestions as a basis for 
further negotiations. It also an- 
nounced the final completion of a fed- 
eral council of Methodism to hear and 
finally determine, without appeal, 
cases of conflict between the Meth- 
odist bodies.

Commander-in-Chief--Sons 
Resent Talk of U. S. Pen- 
sions for Confederates. 


Jacksonville, Fla., May 7.--General 
Bennett H. Young, of Louisville, Ky.. 
late today was re-elected commander- 
in-chief of the United Confederats 
Veterans at the annual reunion here. 
Richmond, Va. was chosén for the 
1915 reunion. General Young defeated 
General Felix Robertson, of Texas. 

After the election of a commander- 
in-chief adjournment was taken until 
tomorrow, when officers of the Army 
of Tennessee and of: the Army of Vir- 
Kinia and other divisional organiza- 
tions will be elected. -General Young 
received approximately 1,100 votes 
and General Robertson $800. Texas 
Cast its entire 343 votes for Robertson. 
_One hundred survivers of General 
Forrest's famgus cavalry today offer- 
ed their services to President Wilson 
in the event of war with Mexico. The 
following resolution was adopted: 

“We read with indignation of re- 
peated insults offered to American 
citizens by Mexicans, and imbued with 
the patriotism derived as a heritage 
from our ancestors, we hereby tender 
his excellency, the president of the 
United States, if called upon, a com- 
Dany of 100 men to be selected from 
our corps. 

“We assure him that they will be 
able to fully fulfill their duties and 
bear the hardships that will be re- 
quired of regular soldiers. We hereby 
Guarantee to be among the first to 
Plant the American flag on the battle- 
ments of Mexico City or any other 
fortress within her bounds.”

Plant. 


In the current issue of Farm and 
Fireside appears the following very 
interesting editorial comparing horses 
and ‘motors for farm use: 

“We who produce the food of the 
world are obliged to do the work with 
horsepower. And the horse is con- 
demned by eéngineers ag the most 
wasteful power plant in the world. 
Edison once said, ‘The horse is the 
poorest motor ever built.’ He eats 
twelve thousand pounds of food a year, 
says one. Another declares that he 
eats ten thousand pound of, hay for 
every hour he works. And his ‘ther- 
mal efficiency’ is given as only 2 per 
cent, which means that out of a hun- 
dred pounds of power put into him in 
food. he delivers only 2 pounds at the 
whiffltree. 

“Yet this poorest of all motors has 
more than doubled in price in the last 
ten years. He eats as much as ever, 
and what he eats has gone up in price 
as much as he has. He can't pull any 
more than he used to pull. 

“And yet people blame us for the 
high cost of living when we have to 
produce it with an old hay motor of 
this sort, which, because it is alive, 
has to be stoked with hay, corn and 
oats whether it is working or not. 

“The fuel of the.tractor has gone 
up, too. One company we Know of is 
marking time with a promising trac- 
tion plow waiting for cheaper fuel. 
They could sell their entire output for 
years if they could promise the suc- 
cessful use of kerosene. The whole 
motor world, so far as farming ma- 
chinery is concerned, would be alive 
with activity if we could see our way 
to cheaper, more flexible, lighter trac- 
tors and cheaper fuel. Tractor form- 
ing is making mighty strides—under 
the greatest difficulties. As for ‘the 
farmer, if he had cheaper power he 
could produce cheaper food.”

He is said to hav@ cursed the 
constable and declared that he would 
not permit any white folks to search 
his house.

Several men seized him and ina scuf- 
fle the negro was beaten considerably 
about the head.

No effort has’ been spared 
vide at “Shrine park” every ven- 
ience to be found in a modern hotel. 
The tracks have been arranged in pairs 
with eléctrically lighted paved _walk- 
ways between them. Particular care 
has been given to the sanitary ar- 
rangements and pipes and wires have 
been put in so that supplies of water 
and electric current for lighting cars 
can be supplied. Arrangements have 
also been made to furnish cars regu- 
larly with ice and to supply gas to 
such cars are are not electrically 
lighted. A feature which will appeal 
particularly to the Shriners will be the 
arrangements for baths. Two cars 
have been fitted Up with six shower 
baths and dressing rooms each, and 
these will be open day and, night. At 
the entrance to the park another car 
has been placed which will serve as an 
information bureau with a representa- 
tive of the Southern rallway’s passen- 
ger department on duty day and night. 
In this car will be stationed a tele- 
graph office and a pay station for long 
distance telephoning,’ while local tele- 
phone service will be provided with- 
out charge.

May 7.—The co- 
operation of the races for the purpose 
of bettering conditions in the south, 
as discussed by Bishop Theodore D. 
Bratton, of Jackson, Miss., and Booker 
T. Washington, head of the large 
negro school at Tuskegee, Ala., and 
one of the foremost negroes of the 
country, attracted great crowds at the 
afternoon session. of the Southern 
Sociological congress here today. 

At the morning and night meetings 
the genera] subject of “The Church 
and Social Service’ was discussed by 
able speakers. 

Bishop Bratton’s Views. 

Bishop Bratton pointed out the ne- 
eessity of race co-operation in chureh 
work as a contributory factor in lay- 
ing the foundation for the solution of 
the race problem. 

“We of the white 
twelve centuries more 
@Geclared Bishop Bratton. “Through 
the same faith that has transformed 
our own strong race from  Anglo- 
Saxon savagery, we are to take this 
large segment of the world’s people 
here at our own doors and raise them 
from superstition and degradation to 
@ place in which they can help bulld 
the social, economic and, religious or- 
der for which we are striving. 

“The first point of co-operation for 
the two races in this is the example 
of a solid religious faith and justice; 
the second is the points of contact in 
their churches and schools and the 
sharing with them the benefits of our 
&reat publie school system. But above 
all is to live the gospel. What is to 
happen if these people are to lose the 

Buidance of religion at this critical 
point of their development I tremble to 
predict.”

sive Rainfall in Southwest | 


Helped Boost the Market. 
Spot Cotton Quiet. 


New York, May 7.—The cotton mar- 
ket was ve quiet today but ruled 
generally steady and closed ata net ad- 
vance of from 1 to 7 points. Private 
reports that it was raining at two or 
three Texas points may have helped 
the market during the afternoon, but 
there seemed to be a feeling around 
the local ring that they could have 
been of no great extent, as the early 
forecasts were for generally fair 
weather tonight and tomorrow. Ad- 
viceg continued to come in, however, 
complaining of recent excessive rain- 
fall in the southwest and indicating 
that a considerable period of dry 
weather would be necessary in some 
sections before farm work could be 
resumed. The situation in this respect 
may have tended to restrict offerings 
and render the market sensitive to 
moderate buying orders. 

Liverpoo] was somewhat disappoint- 
ing, so far as old crop months were 
concerned, and the local market opened 
steady at a decline of 1 to 4 points. 
There were a few foreign buying or- 
ders for July, but the support from 
that source was much less active than 
it was yesterday and May contracts 
here soon sold about 7 points net low- 
er under liquidation. Later deliveries, 
however, sold only a point or two 
down and the market soon steadied on 
covering by July shorts, and some de- 
mand for new crop positions which be- 
came a little more active on the pri- 
vate rain news from the southwest. 
May sold three points net higher dur- 
ing the early afternoon, while other 
months showed net gains of from 6 to 
7 points and closing prices were only 
a shade off from the best under real- 
izing in the old crop positions. Re- 
ports that southern hard yarn spinners 
had decided to curtail their production 
by one-third during the next ninety 
days, amounting, it was estimated, to 
about 3,000,000 pounds of varn, seemed

PROBATION OFFICERS 
DESCRIBE THEIR WORK 


Memphis, Tenn., May 7.—Case 
studies of delinquency was taken up 
tonight by the Conference on Delin- 
Truant and Backward Children. 
Mulredy, of Boston, president 
National Probation association, 
and KE. Gardner Howard, of Rhode Is- 
land, were the principal speakers. 

At a separate meeting of the Proba- 
tion association, L. A. Halbert, general 
superintendent of the board of public 
welfare of Kansas City; J. G. Gas- 
coyne, of Newark, Judge H. H. 
Baker, of Boston, and Bernard Flex- 
ner, of Louisville, Ky., described the 
methods pursued in their gities by 
those in charge of the probation work. 

“The first essential of probation 
work,” declared Mr. Halbert, “is firm- 
ness of discipline and reality of pun- 
ishment. Another is to see that the 
physical well-being of the probationers 
is good. Physical work should be pro- 
vided and always there should be 
methods of checking up the proba- 
tioner.” 

Judge Baker took the position that 
social training was not as a rule joined 
with legal training. 

“Juvenile courts are necessary in 
rural communities as in the larger 
centers, but they fail under iggy, 
conditions, which defection is n 
wholly administrative machinery,” de- 
clared Mr. Flexner, whose subject was 
“The Juvenile Court of the Rural Dis- 
trict.” '

Dandelions are a pest, of course. 
Owners of lawns spend innumerable 
hours every summer digging them out 
of the grass; still, they multiply like 
neighborhood scandals The attac- 
tiveness of their yellow blossoms is 
but poor consolation for the afflicted 

But the blossoms are not the sole 
redeeming quality of the dandelion. It 
is good to eat; not merely passably 
good, but excellent. Dandelion greens 
of course, familiar on every rural 
table, and eclity tables know them as 
well.

This is the season for greens. The 
dandelions have not had time to grow 
rank and bitter. It takes more of 
them to grace a table, but they are the 
better for their smaller stature. Found 
in the meadows and along the hedge- 
rows, they make a dish fit for kings; 
nor are they unobtainable even in the 
city. 

Go out and dig some dandelions, half 
a bushel or so, and cook them for 
greens. There will be that many few-
